NUMEROUS OTHER IMPROVEMENT 
TO BE MADE. 

, On account of the vast increase 
in die traffic of the Henderson 
division the L. «fc N. has de- 
cided to extend-the yard limits 
at thiB place and greatly in- 
creaBe their freight, haudling fa- 
cilities. The yard will he divided 
into a north and south yard nnd six 
new side tracks will be added 
between No. 0 tipple and No. 11 
switch. There will be a lead 
track extendi ni. north to the 
Fleming curve, and No. 10 track 
will bo extended south to Barns- 
ley making a siding of nearly 
^ur' miles. 

The coke oven track or No. 12, 
will lie a double track conse- 
quently the coke handling facili- 
ties will be largely increased. A 
large force of men are now at 
work near Ilecla with steam 
shovels aud grader* -»nd the 
work will be pushe J to comple- 
tion as rapidly ■• - i.tssible. When 
this work is cumplt'cd it will 
practicttlly eliminate 1 II switch- 
ing over the Main st-eet cross- 
ing ns trains will be made up in 
the new >ard. A general yard- 
master's and telegraph office will 
be placed at No. 9 tipple in or- 
der to avoid delay to trains or- 
iginating at Earlingtou. 

Few people outside of the of- 
ficial* and Yardmaster Bramwell 
have any idea of the vast amount 
of freight handled in and out of I 
Karlington. In one mouth's 
time there are on an average 
8688 loads received from the 
north, 2819 loads received from 
the south and 1970 loads of coal 
aud coke originating from the 
Bt Bernard Mining Uompauy 
making a total of 8721 loads 
handled by the Earlington yard 
force and these figures do not iu- 
clude the empty cars for the 
coal trade. In addition to this 
there are handled each day in 
this yard 8 mixed traius, 0 
through freights and (3 through 
passengers. In the mouth of 
January, this year, there were 
2<50 trains received from the 
north aud 2(18 from the south 
with mi average of 850 tons of 
freight to each train, this means 
there is something doing in the 
Earlington yard all the time and 
the yard crews aud switch en- 
gines are kept busy day and 
night. 

The 1,. <fe N., will spend $13,- 
000 00 in extending the Earling- 
ton yard and it is the concensus 
of opinion here that they have 
taken a long step in the right 

direction. 

Rural Mail Costly. 

Rural free delivery is ex- 
pensive but good. It has cost 
something more than twelve 
millions a year already, though 
it reaches not more than one 
third of the rural population if 
auy population can be properly 
described as rural in these ut- 
terly urban days. Petitions for 
the extension of this service 
pour in by the bushel. There 
were nearly five hundred of them 
in one week of last summer. 
New routes are established at 
the rate of about six hundred a 
month. When "every farm house 
is reached, " the expense will be 
at least sixty million of dollars, 
provided 110 reduction of sala- 
' ries is made, aud the salaries of 
officials have a habit of being 
increased, not diminished. Rural 
free delivery is a great aud good

Washington, 1). C, Oct. 30.— 
Mr. Rickel t s, the Acting Public 
Printer, has submitted U> - tktU 
mates to the Treasury Depart- 
ment for transmission to Con- 
gress, showing the amounts re- 
quired for the conduct of the 
Government Printing Office for 
the next fiscal year.

Absconding Bank Cashier Still 
in Parts Unknown. 

SMITH DID NOT ORGANIZE EARLING- 
TON AND MADISONVILLE BANKS 
— A CORRECTION. 



I'aducah, Ky., Oct. 30.— The 
death sentence recently passed 
upon James Ezoll, of Mayfield, 
at Uniontown, Pa., for the mur- 
der of Wm. Porter, will be com- 
muted to a life sentence in the 
penitentiary, and the Ketitucky 
boy will escape the gallows by 
the faithful work of his counsel, 
Hal 6. Oorbett, of Padftcah. Mr 
Oorbett has just returned from 
Harrisburg, Pa., where he placed 
the case of Ezell before the 
Pardon Board and asked that 
the death sentence be commuted 
to life imprisoument. 

Ezell is just twenty oue years 
of age and was reared in West 
em Kentucky in one of the best 
families. Bis father lives in 
Pans, T.enn., and formerly lived 
in Mayfield, and the boy is 
known here. In September, 1904, 
while working as an operator at 
at Uniontown, Ezell became in- 
volved in a quarrell with Wm. 
Porter, a dispatcher, and the 
result was that Porter was killed 
by Ezell. 



Frank Card. Formerly of Henderson, Re- 
ceives Sentence tor Brutal Murder. 

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 30.— Frank 
Wallis Card pleaded guilty to- 
day to the charge of murdering 
Mrs. Beulah Craft, formerly of 
Henderson, Ky., for whom he 
had forsaken his wife, and was 
seutenced by Judge Reynolds to 
ninety-nine years' imprisonment. 
Card was' silent in court as he 
had beeu over since the tragedy.

FREE TRAINING OF NURSES. 

Young Women of Small Towns and 
Country Districts to be Pavored. 

By the terms of a fund to be ad- 
ministered lu connection with the 
Philadelphia School 0 f Nurses, 
Witherepoou Building, Philadel- 
phia, a number of young women 
from every county will receive free 
training in Nursing. It is planned 
to ultimately reach and help in this 
way every village and towWilp.

Iu addition to regular nursing, tbe 
young women are taught how to 
preserve their own health; how to 
recognize, avoid and destroy con- 
tagion; how to establish and main- 
tain perfect sanitary conditions 
about the home ; they are prepared 
for positions at office nurses and phy- 
sician's assistant; they get a prac- 
tical knowledge of City Mission 
movements, Deaconess training.Col- 
lege settlement work, and are train- 
ed for special positions of trust in 
institutions.

HISTORY HADE IN RUSSIA 

NONDAY. OCTOBER 30, 1905

History was made In Russia on I 
day, October 30, lis*. On that^dey 
Nicholas, "by the grace of God em- 
peror and autocrat of all the Rus- 
sia*." Issued a manifesto. In which that 
Utle was ised for the laat time, 
la now simply Emperor Nicholas of 
Russia. The autocratic business has 
ceased In that country. He has grant- 
ed the nation a constitutional govern- 
ment, with a representative legislative 
body, ths rUrht of free speech, a free 
press and the habeas corpus. 

M. Witte was appointed by the em 
paror premier, and he Immediately 
chose a cabinet. Elections will soon 
he hold, and the new government of 
Russian will then be a reality. 

The czar faced revolution. For a 
year his empire has bean torn by 
strikes and revolts. Ia the war 
with Japan It was necessary to retain 
the flower of the army at home to 
the rule of autocracy- It was 
either abdication or a constitutional 
government, and the czar gave the peo- 
ple a constitution. 

The country was Isolated by strikes 
Every working man was on a strike. 
Rioting and bloodshed was prevalent 
«t all industrial points. The peasants 
were revolting, there was sedition 
In the army and navy, and in a few 
days more Russia in Europe would 
have been aflame as fiercely as France 
was during her bloody revolution.

Keep the heifttr, intended, for the 
dairy, in thrifty, growing condition. 

If you are buying new milk uten- 
sils, see that all joints are smoothly 
soldered. 

Set milk after milking before it | 
becomes aa cool as the atmosphere. ' 
The cream will rise better. 

Aave the milk for the calves sweet 
and of the same temperature as 
when it conies from the cow. 

Give the cows plenty of pumpkins. | 
If fed witli the grain ration they will 
increase the milk flow. 

The nervous, restless eow. always 
tossing her head, should be dehorned 
before she hurts somebody or some- 1 

thing. 

Habits of milking and feeding are 
established when the heifer has her 
first calf. She should be very care- 
fully handled at this time. 

Remember that the manure from 
a single animal is worth about $20 a 
year. Don't let it waste in the barn- 
yard or under the eaves.

They are 
of medium size, good as broilers, 
good as roasters, good egg producers ; 
the liens are good sitters and good 
mothers, and for these reasons they 
are known as general purpose fowls. 

Aa eirg producers, the Laugshans 
are esteemed very highly, and as 
birds for tbn table they are excel- 
lent. No fowl ever kept has brought 
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Profit In Turkeys. 
There are about 6,600,000 turkeys 
produced each year In the United 
States, and the price rangeB from 12 
to 20 cents a pound at wholesale. 
The demand is usually much greater 
than the supply. As turkeys can be 
produced at a maximum cost of 8 
cents a pound, there is no reason 
why they should not be raised more 
extensively. There is no flesh on 
the farm that will show a greater 
profit. Farmers living in the vioin- 
ityof towns can readily dispose of 
their entire crop to private custo- 
mers at retail prices and need not 
depend on shippers or middlemen at 
all. As in all stock breeding, the 
greatest profit conies from disposing 
of the latted product as early as pos- 
sible. For this reason and because 
the birds fatten more readily in 
warm than In very cold weather, the 
greatest profit comes troni market- 
ing at Tnanksgivlng.— Cor. Ameri- 
can Cultivator.
